THE FALL OUTLOOK. * 

As foreshadowed in our review of the trade 
during the spring, conditions since then have 
been improving step by step so that in look¬ 
ing over the field for the coming fall and 
holiday season we seem to be justified in 
saying that the prospect is abundantly grati¬ 
fying. While reports of sensational trans¬ 
actions in book buying are scarce there is 
plenty of evidence that the trade throughout 
the country is preparing for a heavy demand 
for books this winter. Every indication 
points towards a general revival of business 
and improved trade conditions in every sec¬ 
tion of the country, and, notwithstanding the 
impending presidential election, there is ap¬ 
parent a general revival of confidence every¬ 
where in commercial circles. Advance reports 
confirm the earlier expectations that this will 
be a banner year for the farmer, and money 
continues plentiful and easy to secure at low 
rates of interest. It is only in isolated manu¬ 
facturing centers, where partial or total “shut¬ 
downs” have unfortunately been necessary 
during the past year, that the outlook is still 
discouraging and slow. But even the mills 
and factories which have been idle for some 
time are looking forward *o an early resump¬ 
tion of work, and the number of the unem¬ 
ployed, distressingly large even in what are 
considered to be good times, is steadily di¬ 
minishing. 

The book trade was exceptionally fortunate 
in having come through the commercial de¬ 


pression that struck the business world during 
the latter part of last year with such fatal 
results, with so little damage, and in having 
held its own so well during the reaction. 
Failures have been comparatively few since 
the present year set in, and the few that have 
occurred were due rather to other causes than 
the panic, and were expected long before the 
panic occurred. 

The special seasons, such as the Valentine 
and Lenten season, were eminently satisfac¬ 
tory to those with enterprise enough to take 
time by the forelock; and the post-card busi¬ 
ness held its own as never before. The latter 
part of July and the month of August, especi¬ 
ally in the larger cities, were unusually dry, 
but business since the return of the vacation¬ 
ists thus far this month has more than made 
up for the losses sustained during the slack 
weeks, so that the average for the seven 
months is reported to be as good if not better 
than a year ago. Compared with the status 
of other trades this is not a bad showing. 
There has been some trouble with collections, 
which more than ever have been exasperat- 
ingly slow in every direction. 

As for the general standing of the trade 
and its relations to underselling, conditions 
remain in statu quo, with this difference that 
the right of the trade to protect itself against 
unfair competition has been more clearly and 
more satisfactorily defined than ever by the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court. 
If a publisher desires to protect himself and 
his constituency against the unfair methods 
of the underseller the law will provide him 
with a remedy in contract, and will guard 
him against the aggression of those who break 
the contract as far as it is possible for the 
law to do so. The book trade associations are 
both alive and will no doubt present as strong 
a front to their enemies as ever. Even those 
publishers who felt themselves obliged to 
sever their connections with the American 
Publishers* Association will no doubt in spirit 
find it profitable to maintain the principles for 
which the association stands; that is, to assist, 
by every legal means in their power, to main¬ 
tain the integrity of the booktrade, and to 
protect it against unfair competitors. If any 
publisher has any doubt on the subject now 
he may in time be brought to realize the 
necessity of it as a measure of self preserva¬ 
tion. 

The publisher, with confidence in the fu¬ 
ture, long months ago made the most liberal 
preparations for a heavy demand for books. 
About 2,000 of the books arranged for we 
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announce in this issue. Naturally the in¬ 
terests of the day have inspired many. The 
great panic of last year has brought its full 
quota of books on finance, banks, insurance, 
methods of investment and public affairs of 
all kinds. The coming election brings forth 
books on the Constitution, government, 
methods of election, and the great interna¬ 
tional questions of tariff, copyright, shipping, 
fisheries and all other material interests are 
fairly covered'. Fiction still holds its own, 
although some statisticians insist that this 
great branch of publishing will show a de¬ 
crease this year. However that may be, it is 
a fact that all the best authors have new 
novels coming, and the announcement of 
only our best known publishers alone will 
biing 189 new stories on the market. In 
the department of Biography and Memoirs 
there are 96 works, and among them such 
subjects as Whistler, Wagner, Mansfield, 
Henry Irving, George William Curtis, Wil¬ 
liam Morris and Edward A. McDowell, 
the dearly-loved and regretted professor 
of music of Columbia University, will 
be treated by those most fitted for the task. 
In history there are 37 good books, among 
them three of unusual interest, relating 
to the tercentenary history of Canada. Re¬ 
ligion and theology and the speculations 
about spiritual life are the subject of many 
books, and the general unrest and unsatisfied¬ 
ness of the present age lends to speculation 
in “advanced thought,” “Christian Science,” 
telepathy, immortality and all other ideas of 
present and future existence. Holiday gift 
books show more active preparation than for 
some years; the juveniles for the holidays 
number 280 titles, and the new editions of 
standard literature in every kind of shape, 
many especially suited for gift purposes, form 
a very important feature of the publishers’ 
investment. Among the most important works 
of reference announced is an “Encyclopedia 
of Religion and Ethics,” edited by James 
Hastings, to be complete in ten or twelve 
volumes. The public taste improves and the 
publishers realize it. Indeed, one of the hope¬ 
ful signs in the book and stationery trades 
is that the demand for better things is stead¬ 
ily increasing. 

Fall with its renewed activities and its ex¬ 
panding requirements is almost on the 
threshold, and with it will come increased 
business in all departments of trade. It is 
therefore well to be prepared' in advance. 
The dealer who understands this will be the 
one to make the profits during the coming 
season. 


THE RELATION OF BOOKSELLERS 
AND LIBRARIANS. 

With reference to the report of the annual 
meeting of the Library Association of the 
United Kingdom, held at Brighton, Eng.,. 
August 24 to 27, in the course of which the 
“net book” was made the text of several 
discussions on which to preach a crusade 
against the supply of books for local free 
libraries through the local booksellers, Mr. 
John Murray contributes the following inter¬ 
esting communication to the London Pub¬ 
lishers' Circular: 

“I do not propose to discuss the financial 
side of the question of supply of net books 
to public libraries, as this is now the subject 
of careful investigation and negotiation, and 
is, in fact, a far more difficult and compli¬ 
cated matter than the spokesmen of the li¬ 
braries seem to suppose. 

“I should, however, like, with your per¬ 
mission, to say a few words on Mr. Topley’s 
statement, that ‘a numerical majority [of 
booksellers] had not and' did not expect to- 
have any direct personal interest in the sup¬ 
ply of books to libraries,’ and that these are 
the men who oppose all concession of dis¬ 
count on net books. 

“What may be the exact proportion of the 
booksellers of the United Kingdom who sup¬ 
ply books direct to libraries as compared to 
those who do not, I have no means of ascer¬ 
taining, and I doubt if Mr. Topley has either; 
but this is beside the mark. When he talks 
of the libraries being practically deprived 1 of 
a ‘measure of simple justice by the dead 
weight of a numerical majority,’ he is beg¬ 
ging the question. 

“I suppose it will be agreed that the ideal 
of a public rate-supported library is to bring 
sound and recognized literature, more especi¬ 
ally expensive books, within the reach of 
those who can profit by them, but who have 
no means of purchasing for themselves. 

“This fact is recognized and well stated 
by Mr. A. O. Jennings. 

“An even higher ideal is that every stu¬ 
dent and cultivated person should be able to 
form a library of his or her own, adapted to 
his or her own special tastes and studies. 

“Both these ideals are in their complete¬ 
ness unattainable, but it should be the func¬ 
tion of the free public library to promote 
both, so far as it can. 

“The circulation of very cheap and ephe¬ 
meral literature (especially the newest fic¬ 
tion), and the lending of books at the public 
expense to those who can perfectly well 
afford to buy for themselves, are obviously 
not calculated to promote the ideals I have 
named, and' it is here that the action of some 
librarians comes into direct conflict with the 
interests of the bookseller. The applicant for 
such books should be told that it is not justi¬ 
fiable to spend the ratepayers’ money to 
enable him to read such books, and that he 
must buy them for himself. The tendency in 
many quarters, however, is actually to en¬ 
courage the loan of such books, and so to 
improve the statistical returns of work done. 

“It is the boast of the libraries that they 
foster the desire to read, and I fully ad'mit 
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THE TRADE IN SONG SHEETS. 


Tt-ie old time song sheet as big as a news¬ 
paper has nearly disappeared, its place has 
been taken by a pamphlet or book, usually 
with a gaudy cover and containing from forty 
to fifty songs. These books have a phenom¬ 
enal sale, averaging from 500,000 to a million 
copies annually. 

With the song sheets have disappeared the 
poor wretches who sold many of them in the 
streets. According to a writer in the. New 
York Sun “they were mostly derelicts, in¬ 
capable of following any other occupation. 
They made enough money to supply their im¬ 
mediate wants by peddling the sheets on the 
street or from one saloon to another, where 
most of their profits were quickly spent for 
drink. 

“The first song sheet, according to William 
Delaney, was published in the early ’6o’s by 
Henry De Marsans, who had a small shop at 
60 Chatham Street, and issued about four 
different sheets a month. After De Marsans 
came Mrs. Pauline Lieder, who was succeeded 
by her son.. 

“In 1876 Henry J. Wehman, who was em¬ 
ployed by De Marsans as an office boy, opened 
a shop at 70 Chatham Street. He died about 
seven years ago, leaving a fortune to his sons, 
who still run the business. 

“ ‘George Wallace, an Englishman, is prob¬ 
ably the wealthiest song book faker in the 
country/ said Mr. Delaney. ‘He travels all 
over the city, but his stamping ground is 
usually at the corner of Fourteenth Street and 
Third Avenue. He began selling songs about 
twenty years ago in New' York. Five years 
later he went to Philadelphia, where he ran a 
cheap lodging house. He lost all his money 
and returned to New York and began to ped¬ 
dle songs again. He recouped his lost for¬ 
tune, and to-day he is credited with being 
worth $50,000. He owns several lots in Phila¬ 
delphia, lives well and is married. He sells 
from $8 to $10 worth of books a day. 

“ ‘Joseph Fishman made enough money by 
selling song books and sheets to become a 
land owner in Newark. He is about 19 now, 
and has been peddling songs ever since he 
was 12. He started originally as a newsboy, 
selling sheets and books on the side. Pie is 
now located in Newark, where he has a pros¬ 
perous newsstand. 

“ ‘One of the old guard of street fakers, 
really the only one left, is a familiar figure on 
Park Row. He drifted out of the business 
with the passing of the old time song sheet, 
and w hen he’s on the sober list nowadays acts 
as barker. He used to be a great song sheet 
salesman. His forte was Irish songs, and be¬ 
fore old John Barleycorn put a crimp in his 
voice he made a big hit singing the good old 
Celtic ballads. He used to go from one saloon 
to another and sing the songs that he wanted 
to sell. He possessed an excellent tenor voice, 
and his ability in this direction enabled him to 
dispose of many song sheets. He was a sort 
of Mark Tapley in disposition and made many 
friends. But his fall was rapid and he is just 
barely able to get along and keep up/ 

“There are lots of folks along Park Row 


this, but I maintain that they should also 
foster the desire to buy books among those 
who can afford to do so, and so play into the 
hands of the bookseller instead of becoming 
his rival and antagonist, as is too often the 
case. 

“The bookseller is a ratepayer, and although 
his rate is now' confined to id', in the pound, 
Mr. Thomas Stanford considers the fixing of 
this limit as the ‘perpetration of a joke/ and 
wishes to see it widely extended. 

“I maintain then that every bookseller in 
the kingdom has a direct interest in this 
question and an inalienable right to influence 
the policy of supply. The small man who 
does not deal direct with large libraries is 
often hit harder than his large neighbor 
who does. 

“In conclusion I wish to quote the ad¬ 
mirable words of Mr. A. O. Jennings: 

“‘There is no justification for a library 
committee expending money raised compul¬ 
sorily from ratepayers in the purchase of any 
books which have no definite educational or 
literary value, and which merely serve to 
amuse and to kill time—in the end we are 
rendering the community we serve the truest 
service if we decline to cater for lower tastes 
in it than the private person dares to provide 
for in himself, and if we have faith to be¬ 
lieve that if we address ourselves to its slowly 
evolving higher intelligence and nicer taste 
there will be a response.’ 

“Before the librarians claim a concession 
of terms as a ‘measure of simple justice/ 
let them be quite sure that their present 
policy in spending money which is not their 
own does not involve injustice to men who 
are earning their living by an honorable but 
most laborious trade.”

NO DEARTH OF PULP FOR PAPER. 


The Congressional committee appointed to 
investigate conditions in the paper mill and 
pulp industry with a view to ascertaining 
whether or not the tariff on wood pulp should 
be removed, devoted practically the entire 
day on September 17, toward obtaining an ap¬ 
proximation of the available pulp wood sup¬ 
ply in the Middle West. Every witness 
placed on the stand testified that there is 
no danger of a scarcity of wood for many 
years to come. Perhaps the most important 
witness of the day was William S. Taylor, 
president of the Pulp Wood Supply Company 
of Appleton, Wis., which organization fur¬ 
nishes pulp wood for twelve of the paper 
mills in the Fox River Valley. “Our com¬ 
pany buys about 225.000 cords of pulp wood 
annually, about 50 per cent, being spruce, 
most of which is purchased in Minnesota, 
and about 50 per cent, being hemlock, all of 
which is purchased in Wisconsin,” said Mr. 
Taylor. “Neither the present nor the coming 
generation need' have any worry about the 
supply of pulp wood in the Middle West, for 
there are millions upon millions of feet avail- 
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real name, erf course. It was hidden behind 
a romance that was buried when the poor 
fellow died. Totten, as far as is known, came 
from the West and was a real doctor, it was 
said. He used to tell his friends that he was 
once a prosperous physician and that he was 
in love with a girl who threw him over be¬ 
cause of his drinking habits. Doc drifted 
East and tried to reform.

He came to the Bowery and lived in a cheap 
lodging house. He sold song sheets, and 
despite his environment and mode of living 
displayed flashes of refinement that appealed 
to people who bought his song sheets out of 
pity. Occasionally he would sober up and 
save money. He had a bank account of 
about $50 one time. But he fell from grace 
repeatedly, drew the money from the bank 
and finally died at Bellevue Hospital in the 
alcoholic ward. 

“There was another unfortunate fellow who 
was known along the Row as the Bard of 
Armagh. He was very intelligent and a man 
of education, and had the habit of quoting at 
great length from the Irish poets when in his 
cups. The Bard was a wonderful song sheet 
salesman. When he was sober few could 
compete with him in selling the sheets. He 
made more money than the other unfortu¬ 
nates, but as fast as he made it he would spend 
it for drink. The Bard made a valiant effort 
to reform years ago and succeeded. He was 
prompted to lead a better life through a letter 
he received from his mother one day. She 
begged him to come home, and he returned to 
the little city somewhere down East where he 
was born. He got a job as janitor at a col¬ 
lege and was getting along pretty well until 
he drifted to the Bowery again. Then he went 
down the hill rapidly and died at one of the 
charity hospitals.” 

WANT OLD MAGAZINES. 

In sending out the thirty-third annual re¬ 
port the committee of the Hospital Book 
and Newspaper Society, 105 East Twenty- 
third street, New York City, draws atten¬ 
tion to the fact that in distributing the maga¬ 
zines to the hospitals and other charitable 
institutions an attempt is made to send com¬ 
plete files for the year, and' it would be a 
kindness if the public would send in their 
old periodicals for the past summer, includ¬ 
ing the months of June, July, August and 
September. The appeals from institutions in 
the South for something to read for the in¬ 
mates are pathetic, it is said, and a good 
deal of happiness can be bestowed on deserv¬ 
ing persons by the gift of a few magazines. 

In the report to the Board of Managers 
of the State Charities Aid Associotion the 
committee says: “The appeals from institu¬ 
tions, schools and individuals increase in num¬ 
ber and urgency with the knowledge of our 
work, especially from the Southern States. 
One woman who wrote to us for a supply of 
books said that there was an old bedridden 
colored woman living near her who supported 
herself by teaching a few negro children, and 
she got her lesson books all from the pack¬ 
ages sent by ®ur society.” 


HELD IN CANADA FOR $20,000 BOOK 
FRAUD. 

The Canadian Detective Bureau in To¬ 
ronto, on September 16, arrested J. Bellamy, 
alias J. M. McFarland, of Chicago, on the 
technical charge of vagrancy. The real 
charge against him will, however, be that of 
obtaining money by false pretenses. 

McFarland is alleged to have duped a num¬ 
ber of people in Toronto by selling at big 
prices “fake” rare books and antiquities. In 
conversation with the detectives McFarland 
admitted that he was the head of a conspiracy 
which in a similar game resulted in the -fieee^ 
ing of Mrs. J. A. Patten, of Evanston, Ill., 
of $20,000 in money, checks and' notes. 

In May last three Chicago men, Lee Van 
Wermer, M. F. Perry and H. S. Levy, who 
were selling alleged “old masters,” were 
chased out of town. Clippings found on 
them revealed knowledge of the Patten case 
and the police in Canada have since been on 
the watch for McFarland. 

An Associated Press despatch from Chi¬ 
cago reports that James A. Patten when in¬ 
formed of the arrest of McFarland, said: “I 
am not sure that I will assist in extradition 
proceedings.” J. E. Paden, attorney for Mr. 
Patten, on the other hand, declared that Mc¬ 
Farland would be brought to Chicago and 
tried'. McFarland is said to have obtained 
only $2,950 in cash from Mrs. Patten. The 
remainder was in notes signed by Mr. Patten.

OBITUARY NOTICE. 

Dr. Alexander Wilder died' on September 
18, at his residence in Newark, N. J., aged 
eighty-five years. He was born in Verona, 
N. Y., and was graduated from Syracuse 
Medical College in 1850. From the practice 
of medicine he went into newspaper work, 
and after serving on the Syracuse Star and 
Syracuse Journal, he was employed by the 
New York Evening Post, with which he was 
connected from 1858 to 1871, a part of the 
time as Albany correspondent. Dr. Wilder 
was remarkable in many ways. He educated 
himself in the higher branches of mathe- 
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matics, and in Latin and Hebrew, and it was 
while working as a farmer and setting type 
that he studied medicine. He translated the 
Bible into six languages within the last few 
years, and at the time of his death was work¬ 
ing on a translation of Plato’s works for 
private distribution. Among his works are 
many bearing on ethics, philosophy and the 
mysteries of the future life: “Secret of Im¬ 
mortality Revealed,” “Our Darwinian Cous¬ 
ins,” “Eleusinian and Bacchic Mysteries,” 
“Serpent and Siva Worship,” “Entheasm,” etc. 
He was a member of the anti-Tweed Board 
of Aldermen in New York City in 1872. 

T hrough inadvertence a notice of the death 
of Isaac Upham of the firm of Payot, Upham 
& Co., on August 17 in San Jose, Cal., was 
pigeon-holed until now. It seems that Mr. 
Upham, though well on in years was a keen 
bicycler and was on the road when he was 
struck by an automobile, receiving injuries 
from which he died an hour later. Mr. Up¬ 
ham was born in North Union, Me., May 22, 
1837. As a boy he peddled papers and pre¬ 
pared! himself for the scientific department of 
Maine Wesleyan University. In i860, Up¬ 
ham sailed from New York on a vessel bound 
for California. In 1863 he turned up in 
Butte County, which elected him County Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools, re-electing him for 
a second term in 1867. In 1870 he removed 
to San Francisco and bought a half interest 
in the firm of Payot & Co., then stationers 
and bookbinders, then at the northwest corner 
of Pine and Battery streets. From small be¬ 
ginnings the firm of Payot, Upham & Co., 
rose to become one of the most important 
stationery and book houses on the Pacific 
Coast. After the fire in 1906 both Mr. 
Upham and Mr. Payot decided to retire from 
business. Mr. Upham at the same time decided 
to financially support his two sons, Isaac Oliver 
and Benjamin Prince, in the business in 
which he had made his fortune and in which 
he had trained them. The outcome of this 
decision on his part is the existing Isaac Up¬ 
ham Company. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Count Leo Tolstoy has been elected to 
honorary membership in the faculty of the 
University of St. Petersburg. 

The following centenary celebrations will 
be held at the close of the present year and 
during 1909: On December 9, T908, the ter¬ 
centenary of John Milton’s birth will be cele¬ 
brated. The centennial of Gladstone’s birth 
will be celebrated on December 29. The hun¬ 
dredth anniversary of the birth of Felix 
Mendelssohn Bartholdy will be celebrated 
February 3. 1909, and that of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln and of Charles Darwin on February 12, 
that date being also the fiftieth anniversary 
of the first appearance of “The Origin of 
Species.”

The first Booksellers’ League dinner of the 
fall will be given on October 14, at the rooms 
of the Aldine Association, at six p.m. Hud¬ 
son Maxim, the famous inventor of high ex¬ 
plosives, who was for a time in the printing 
and subscription book business in Pittsfield, 
Mass., Dr. Samuel McComb, associated with 
the movement of the Emanuel Church for the 
Moral Treatment of Nervous Disorders, and 
the Rev. T. L. Chamberlain, writer, speaker 
and philosopher, have promised to help the 
League on that evening. The Booksellers’ 
League is in good shape so far as its funds 
are concerned, and is steadily gaining in mem¬ 
bership, though not in the measure its direc¬ 
tors wish it would gain. The League deserves 
the support of every one employed in the 
boc-ktrade, or who may be interested in pro¬ 
viding entertainment and instruction for the 
rank and file of the profession. 

Small, Maynard & Company have taken 
over the limited definitive edition de luxe of 
“The Poems of Madison Cawein, the Ken¬ 
tucky poet. The set contains an introduction 
by Edmund Gosse, and is illustrated by pho¬ 
togravures after paintings by Eric Pape. The 
titles of the five volumes comprising the set 
are as follows: Volume 1., “Lyrics and Old 
World Idylls;” volume il, “New World 
Idylls and Poems of Love;” volume hi., 
“Nature Poems;” volume iv., “Poems of Mys¬ 
tery and of Myth and Romance; volume v., 
“Poems of Meditation and of Forest and 
Field.” The appearance of this edition marks 
an epoch in American letters, for through it 
this “most poetical of American poets,” to 
acknowledge^unfamiliarity with whose poetry 
President Roosevelt declares “is to acknowl¬ 
edge a woeful ignorance of contemporary 
American literature,” at last comes to his 
own. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. will publish this fall 
the third part of Pompeo Molmenti’s monu¬ 
mental history of Venice, in two volumes, 
completing the work; “Catchwords of Pa¬ 
triotism : the Greatest Utterances of Great 
Americans,” compiled by Wallace Rice, who 
drew his material from all manner of sources 
—histories, anthologies, collections of ora¬ 
tions, congressional record and Supreme 
Court reports; “Catchwords of Friendships,” 
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two hundred sentiments concerned with that 
charming human relation; “The Washington 
Year Book,” compiled by Wallace Rice, who 
has drawn a sentence for the year, for each 
month and for every day from the writings of 
George Washington; a revised edition of 
Rosa Belle Holt’s excellent book on “Rugs,” 
with thirty-eight pictures, twelve of them in 
color; four new books in their Little Books 
on Art —“Miniature” and “Jewellry,” both by 
Cyril Davenport; “Enamels,” by Mrs. Nelson 
Dawson, and “Bookplates,” by Edward Al- 
mack, each of which covers its ground from 
the historical beginnings down to the present 
day ; also, “The Amateur Motorist,” by Max 
Pemberton, the motoring editor of the London 
Sphere, which is as free from technical mat¬ 
ter as such a treatise well can be.
